Molsen U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0018279 discloses a 
transflective cholesteric liquid crystal display comprising a cholesteric liquid crystal 
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sandwiched between a top substrate and a bottom substrate; a bottom substrate having 
a transparent transmissive region and a reflective region; and a slant reflector for 
reflecting backlight. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for the following 
reasons. The claims are allowable over the prior of record because none of the 
references, either alone or in combination, discloses or renders obvious a transflective 
cholesteric liquid crystal display, comprising a slant reflector deposited on the top 
substrate and positioned above the transmissive region for reflecting backlight into the 
non-transparent region.
